either more severe or less 
severe than the Executive 
Committee has recom- 
mended, in addition to the 
present rule under which 
the Board is _ permitted 
only to affirm or reverse 
the decision of the Com- 
mittee, or to order a re- 
hearing. 

Recognizing that the 
value of our records and 
pedigrees depends upon 
maintaining public con- 
fidence in them, we are 
sure that our members 
will approve any changes 
in procedure that will help 
in the prompt disciplining 
of any cases of fraud or 
bad faith that would tend 
to undermine this public 
confidence. This proposed 
change would seem to be @ 
desirable addition to our 
rules. 

Secretary Norton offers 
another amendment relat- 
ing to the right of corpora- 
tions holding limited mem- 
bership in our Association 
to designate individual 
representatives eligible to 
serve as delegates. The 
present rule provides such

Proposals of Amendments of the By-Laws 

(1) By the Directors of The Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America: To amend Article IV, 
Section 14, Paragraph (f) beginning with the 
words “Such cattle may be registered,” to 
read: 


“The Board of Directors is hereby authorized to 
set up a system of inspection for cattle registered 
in the Holstein-Friesian Herd Book of Canada and 
apprcved animals may be registered by a member 
or a non-member in the Herd-Book of this Associa- 
tion upon payment of the minimum fees required 
for the registration of American bred animals. Ap- 
plications for registry of such animals shall be 
prepared in the same form as for American-bred 
animals and shall be accompanied by the certificate 
of registry in the Canadian Holstein-Friesian Herd 
Book with transfer of ownership to the applicant.”

HE contribution of Minnesota breeders to the progress of the Holstein- 

I Friesian breed has been so important and widespread that it seems 

almost presumptuous to attempt to boil it down into a condensed article 

in one issue of the World. For the influence of Minnesota breeders extends 
into far flung fields, as wide as the breed itself. 


According to the official records, 
the first owner of a registered Hol- 
stein cow in Minnesota was A. V. 
Ellis, Austin. This dates back to 
1876, only four years after the publi- 
cation of the first herd book. In- 
crease of interest was rather slow, 
however, and when the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America was 
formed in 1885 there were but eight 
Minnesota breeders listed as charter 
members. One of these men, Col. W. 
M. Liggett of Benson and later St. 
Paul, served as a vice president of 
the Asssociation for five years. He 
was dean of the College of Agricul- 
ture and always a Holstein enthusi- 
ast. Probably the one during that 
period who contributed most as a 
breeder was Jere Allis, Isinours, 
Minn. Mr. Allis, who had brought 
out some well bred animals from the 
Smiths & Powell herd of New York, 
came into national attention in 1888 
when at the dispersal of the famous 
T. B. Wales herd, he purchased the 
entire Tritomia family. In 1886 a 
grand show was staged at Minnesota 
State Fair, with a public butter test 
in which feeling ran high between 
Jerseys and Holsteins. Tritomia 
scored a smashing triumph, and went 
on to win Grand Sweepstakes cham- 
pionship in the show ring. So the 
family was not unknown to Mr. Jere 
Allis, and to secure it for his Re- 
liance Stock Farm he was forced to 
outbid many of the biggest figures in 
the business. For Tritomia herself 
he paid $1,675; for her yearling 
daughter, Tritomia 2d, $1,725; for 
her heifer calf, Tritomia 3d, $1,375, 
and for her son, Tritomia’s Mercedes 
Prince, $2,050. His own herd sire 
was Netherland Carl, son of Nether- 
land Prince and the imported cow, 
Carlotta. Mr. Allis bred the bull, 
Tritomia’s Netherland Carl (son of 
Tritomia by Netherland Carl) and 
this bull was sold to H. Rust & 
Brothers of Wisconsin. Here he sired

Duchess Ormsby 2d, whose son later 
became the sire of Pietertje Maid 
Ormsby, foundation of the “modern 
Ormsbys.” Also he sired Aaltje Salo 
3d’s Tritomia Netherland, one of the 
important links in the ‘‘Homestead” 
family. 


Thus, Minnesosta contributed very 
directly to the original foundation 
of these two famous families, that 
bold such a dominant position in the 
breed today. But Minnesota’s con- 
tribution was more than that, as we 
shall point out. 


When Malcom H. Gardner was 
elected Superintendent of Advanced 
Registry in 1905, he at once decided 
to sell his select herd which had 
been built pretty largely in the 
blood of Sir Ormsby Hengerveld De 
Kol (son of Duchess Ormsby 24d, the 
daughter of Tritomia’s Netherland 
Carl). It was purchased by A. C. 
l.oring, Minneapolis businessman. In 
the summer of 1906, John B. Irwin, 
Minneapolis, persuaded Mr. Loring 
to sell him his entire herd (including 
the Gardner animals). In the Gard- 
ner herd at the time it was sold was 
a black heifer calf, born the preced- 
ing November, Mr. Loring bred this 
heifer to one of his bulls, Jack Mer- 
cedes, a grandson of Mercede’s Jul- 
ip’s Pietertje, first 29-lb cow in AR 
test, and herself a Minnesota prod- 
uct. A few months after Mr. Irwin 
bought the Loring herd, this heifer 
freshened (January 13, 1907) with 
a bull calf. Her name was Pietertje 
Maid Ormsby. And from her sprang

Pietertje Maid Ormsby was recog- 
nized from the start as a great ani- 
mal, and in 5-year-old form she set 
a new world’s record for 30-day but- 
ter production, and became one of 
the first 35-lb cows of the breed. Sir 
Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes grew out 
weil and was retained at Woodlake. 
As a yearling he won first at Minne- 
sota State Fair and was second there 
as a 2-year-old. He was then pur- 
chased by E. C. Schroeder, Moor- 
head, Minn., and here he made most 
of his history as a breeding bull — 
a record through both daughters 
and sons which is perhaps more sig- 
nificant than that of any other bull 
in the history of the breed. His 
totals of four daughters with rec- 
ords above 1,000 lbs fat (up to 
1,198 lbs) and sixteen above 800 lbs 
fat were unequalled in their day. His 
daughter, Queen Piebe Mercedes 
(1,111 lbs fat at 4 years) is still, 
since 1916, the U. S. Champion for 
her age.

She was one of 
the Schroeder foundation cows and 
was long known as “the greatest 
mother of the breed.’’

His daughters have 
made records up to over 1,000 lbs 
fat; and two granddaughters have 
recently made over 1,200 lbs fat; 
one of them the new world’s record 
junior 3-year-old. 

Sir Inka May has been identified 
with Carnation so long that some 
may have forgotten that they pur- 
chased him as a 2-year-old in the 
spring of 1925, making him now 
just past 19 years of age (April 7. 
1942). He was bred by Minnesota 
Holstein Company, Austin, Minn.; 
was shown by them in 1924 when he 
was made All-American Junior Year- 
ling and member of the All-American 
Produce of Dam. The dam was U. S. 
Champion May Walker Ollie Home- 
stead. Sir Inka May now has 12 
daughters with records above 1,000 
lbs fat; 47 daughters above 800 lbs.

In record making, Minnesota has 
set up a rather proud record. The 
early record of Pietertje Maid Orms- 
by has been mentioned. In the yearly 
division, Duchess Skylark Ormsby 
sired by a brother of Pietertje Maid 
Ormsby) became the first cow to ex- 
ceed 1,200 lbs fat in a year — some 
27 years ago. She was owned by 
John B. Irwin and handled during 
her year’s work by Axel Hansen. 
First cow to beat her was May 
Walker Ollie Homestead, bred by 
Wm. Wright, Fergus Falls, Minn., 
and developed by Minnesota Holstein 
Co., Austin, Minn. She spent her last. 
days at Femco Farms, Breckenridge, 
Minn. Queen Piebe Mercedes, a 
daughter of Sir P O M at Schroeder’s 
in 1916, set the junior 4-year-old 
mark at 1,111.6 lbs fat. It was not 
beaten until a year and a half ago 
in Canada; is still the U. S. Cham- 
pionship mark. The five top junior 
4-year-olds in the U. S. are Minne- 
sota-bred. The first and only junior 
2-year-old to make a record above 
1,000 lbs fat is a Minnesota product, 
Femco Alma, bred and devoloped 
at Femco Farms, 

Another former world’s champion 
trom Minnesota is Grahamholm Col- 
antha Pauline Segis, bred and devel- 





oped by Dr. Christopher Graham, 
Rochester, Minn. Her mark of 
34,291.8 lbs milk, 1,141.4 lbs fat 
still stands third in the U. S. for 
fat; second for milk. One of her sis- 
ters, Grahamholm Colantha Segis 
Maid, is still the only cow to produce 
100,000 lbs milk in three consecutive 
years. Wisconsin Pride 2d, U. S&S. 
Champion senior 3-year-old (1,062.4 
lbs) was sired by the Minnesota- 
bred, Sir P. O. M. 37th, as was the 
former U. S. Champion aged cow, 
Daisy Aaggie Ormsby 3d (1,286.2 
lbs). Femco Johanna Bess Fayne, 
only cow of any breed in the U. S. 
to make two yearly records above 
1,200 lbs fat, was Minnesota-bred at 
Femco Farms. 

Many honors in the field of pro- 
duction were won by Senator J. M. 
Hackney’s herd at Arden Farms, St. 
Paul. King Segis Pontiac Count was 
the star here, and his young daugh- 
ters cracked existing records right 
and left. Beauty Girl Pontiac Segis 
and Jewel Pontiac Segis were two of 
the brightest stars.

Irwin, who had recently taken over 
the business of his father, E. F. Irwin 
won both Premier Exhibitor and Pre- 
mier Breeder honors. Irwin furnished 
many of the winners for P. A. (Dad) 
Frakes (including famed Chloe 
Mechthilde) at the Lewis & Clark 
Exposition, Portland, Oregon, in 
1905 (where Irwin was also Premier 
Breeder); and for John L. Smith’s 
Hazelwood Farm at the Alaska- 
Yukon-Pacific Exposition in Seattle 
in 1909. 


In the early days of the National 
Dairy Show, the Irwin and W. S. 
Moscrip herds played an important 
role. In 1908, third year of the 
show, Irwin had grand champion 
male with his famed Kaan Jewel of 
Woodlake; again in 1911 with King 
Homestead De Kol and in i922 with 
Dutchland Aaggie Tidy Prince 2d. 
Only one other exhibitor (Carna- 
tion) ever won Nation Grand cham- 
pions with three different bulls. In 
1910, it was Sir Beets Cornucopia 
Netherland, Moscrip’s famous sire 
and North Star was the big winner 
throughout. Other Minesota-bred 


bulls to take National Grand cham- 
pionships are Tritomia Pietertje Or- 
msby in 1921 (He was shown by 
Iowa breeders Paul Stewart and

Bessie Korndyke Ormsby 14th in 
1940 for Franlo Farm and DeCoster. 


On the female side, Minnesota 
has exhibited a fair share of the 
National grand champions. Fay Jewel 
Beauty, Irwin star, won in 1911. 
Bonnie Ormsby Lass, a Sir P. O. M. 
daughter bred by Irwin and sold to 
Hazelwood, was the champion in 
1912 as a 2-year-old. She was cham- 
pion at the Panama Pacific in 1915 
also in mature form. Then Minnesota 
was out of the line for 15 years. In 
1930, Minnesota-bred Miss_ Lassie 
Ormsby won for C. E. Griffith of 
Oklahoma, and in 1931 Minnesota- 
bred Ellenvale Bonheur Ormsby 
Posch 3d won for Elmwood of Illi- 
nois. In 1940 and 1941, Minnesota- 
owned cows of Canadian breeding 
have taken the National champion- 
ship. These are Montvic Bonheur 
Black Beauty in 1940 and Betsy Roe- 
buck Dixie in 1941, both owned by 
Franlo Farms. 

In the All-American awards, which 
started in 1922, Minnesota has hit 
the jack-pot in the aged classes six 
times on bulls, twice on cows. Lady 
Pride Pontiac Lieuwkje, Femco’s All- 
American Aged Cow in 1932, has the 
distinction of being the highest rec- 
ord cow ever to win this honor 
(1,186.4 lbs fat, 35,626.6 lbs milk). 
The other is Minnesota-bred Ellen- 
vale Bonheur Ormsby Posch 3d 
(shown by Wimbledon of Maryland). 
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The score on All-American Aged 
Bulls is better. Dutchland Aaggie 
Tidy Prince 2d was the winner for 
Irwin in 1922. North Star Joe Home- 
stead, bred by Moscrip and exhibited 
by Baltz Hoesly of Wisconsin, was 
the winner in 1924, and has done 
even better as a breeding bull. Then 
in 1932-’33 and ’34, Man-O-War 
30th, Minnesota-bred, was the top 
aged bull, Maytag of Iowa, were the 
exhibitors. And in 1940, King Bes- 
sie Korndyke Ormsby 14th won this 
honor for Franlo Farms and De- 
Coster. 

Minnesota was host to the National 
Dairy Show in 1921 and 1922. 


Auction Sales . 

Minnesota has made a lot of public 
sale history. The first Holstein sale 
in Minnesota, of which we have 4 
record, was held June 10, 1886 by 
the Northwestern Importers & 
Breeders Association, Benson, Minn. 
in which 43 head sold for $7,329, 
an average of $153.50. Top price 
was $300. Another on September 23 
of the same year averaged $120 for 
29 head. A. G. Wilcox of Minneapolis, 
one of the charter members of the 
National Association, was treasurer 
of the group. We have little other 
information about them. Evidently 
the business did not prove lucrative 
as we find no record published of 
further activities. In fact, during 
the depression years of the nineties

anywhere and prices did not en- 
courage this activity. Sale activity 
started to increase with the turn of 
the century, gradually building up 
to a crescendo during the years of 
World War I, and the boom times 
which followed. Minnesota came 
back into the sale business with a 
real bang in 1919 with a state sale 
which made history. 

Perhaps it will be of interest to 
recall a few of the highlights. It was 
held June 12, 1919 at the E. C. 
Schroeder Farms, Moorhead, and 76 
head sold for a total of $217,795 — 
the phenominal average of $2,865. 
This broke all previous records for 
a consignment sale. It was something 
of a Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 
field-day. Three of his daughters 
were sold, all with 30-lb 7-day rec- 
ords; all having completed or prom- 
ising over 800 lbs fat for the year. 
Jenny Wren Pietertje opened the 
sale, going at $10,100 to Aitken 
Bros., Waukesha, Wis. Colantha 
Pietertje Lass, one of the 1,000-lb 
fat daughters of Sir P. O. M., brought 
an even $10,000 to the same buyers, 
while Miss Minita Ormsby Pietertje 
{consigned by T. H. Skree) went at 
$10,000 to Ramsey County Home. 
Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 41st, 
ton of Sir P. O. M. and Spring Brook 
Bess Burke, was offered by E. C.

Auctioneers were Barney Kelley, Bob 
Haeger, Gene Mack, George Gue and 
Bill Krause, with S. T. Wood as pedi- 
gree man. King Korndyke Pontiac 
Acme, another Morris consignment, 
brought $41,000 to Miss Anita Bald- 
win of California. Pabst Korndyke 
Cornflower, consigned by Fred Pabst, 
Oconomowoc, Wis., was purchased at 
$30,000 by Col. Gustave Pabst.

Registry Department—perhaps the greatest in the 

history of the organization—and it is a pleasure to 
report substantial progress in all branches of the work 
over the previous year and new all-time high records in 
several lines. Advanced Registry certificates issued 
were up 14% over 1940; more cows were tested than 
ever before in the Herd Test, with new high averages for 
milk and fat per cow; more herds were inspected and a 
larger number of animals classified than in any previous 
year, with a gain of 90% over 1940. During the year 
two additions to the staff were made in this department.

The Honor List 

The Honor List for 1941 has been made up on the 
same basis as for 1940 and includes all cows and heifers 
that completed Advanced Registry tests during the year 
66%, per cent in excess of requirements based on age, 
classification, and division in which they were tested. 
This new plan is preferable to the method used in pre- 
paring the list prior to 1940 except for the fact that the 
lists are too long and cumbersome in some of the groups 
where large numbers are tested. This could be remedied 
by retaining the same standard but limiting the number 
to be listed and published in any single group to 25 ani- 
mals and this should be done in the future as a means 
of saving time and expense. 

One hundred fifty-one owners from thirtyfour states 
and the District of Columbia are represented on the 1941 
Honor List, and 1,00 2 records are included. In the 
Ten-Months Division, 303 of the 779 tests completed ex- 
ceeded Advanced Registry requirements by 66.6% and 
these 303 tests are listed in their respective groups. 
Similarly, 699 of the 1,932 yearly tests exceeded require- 
ments by 66.6% and are listed. With seven age classes, 
three classifications and two divisions, there are 42 
groups but no records qualified in two of the groups and 
hence only 40 first places were awarded. These 40

change would permit them to designate an officer or 
other representative, not necessarily an officer of the 
corporation. Often the active representative of such a 
corporation is not an officer of it, and this change should 
be approved. 

Another amendment offered by the Secretary refers 
to the use of prefix names. The present rules provide 
that in case of a purchased animal, the purchaser may 
register with his own prefix name, with the permission 
of the breeder, ‘‘when in the judgment of the Board of 
Directors, the use of his prefix name is deemed advis- 
able.” The proposed amendment would remove this 
arbitrary, discretionary authority of the Board in such 
cases, and leave it entirely to arrangement between the 
purchaser and the breeder of the animal. That is one 
responsibility we are sure the Board will be glad to get 
out from under. 

An amendment by Zum Brunner Bros., Hasty, Minn., 
would provide that for the official seal of the Associa- 
tion, as printed in facsimile upon certificates of regis- 
try and transfer, the head of a bull shall be used on cer- 
tificates covering male animals, and the head of a cow on 
certificates of females. This matter was discussed in the 
Round Table recently, and a ruling given by Counsel 
Horn that the proposal of these Minnesota breeders 
would not be in accord with the present by-iaws. The 
proposed amendment aims to cure that situation by re- 
quiring the seal as adopted to go on male certificates and 
a modification of the official seal on the female certifi- 
cates. Unless steps could be taken to designate both the 
bull and the cow for use interchangeably in the official 
seal of the Corporation, we would prefer to see the 
matter left as it is. We just do not like the idea 0: 
affixing on any of our certificates a seal which is not 
really he tofficial seal of the Association—merely a modi- 
fication of it. 

One of the more important duties of the delegates 18 
to elect a president, vice president and four directors. 
The salaried officers are appointed by the Board. 

President A. C. Oosterhuis is now completing his 
fifth year in this office. A very busy man in his position 
with the Carnation Company and with his own farm and 
herd, he has never stinted the time needed for the 
affairs of the Holstein-Friesian Association. He has been 
a real leader and likewise an unusually pleasing pre- 
siding officer. When elected last year for his fifth term, 
he warned the Convention unequivocally that this must 
positively be the last time. We feel it would be decide- 
ly unfair and savor of working a willing horse too hard 
to draft him again. Fortunately we have other capable 
and appropriate material available. 

Thomas E. Elder, after 20 years on the Board of 
Directors, was chosen as vice president last year, follow- 
ing Mr. R. O. Lindsay of North Carolina, who declined 
reelection. His term is now expiring and a successor 
will be chosen.

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Train Schedules to Minneapolis 

ROBABLY most delegates and convention visitors 
P coming from any distance this year will be travelling 

by train to Minneapolis. There are many lines pro- 
viding excellent service. Delegates from the East will 
probably plan to leave Sunday night, taking sleepers in- 
to Chicago for Monday morning arrival. From Chicago 
to Minneapolis, at least three roads run streamlined 
service on fast schedules. The Milwaukee Road has the 
Hiawatha, both morning and afternoon. The morning 
Hiawatha leaves Chicago at 9:45 A. M., convenient 
connection, arriving in Minneapolis at 5:45 P. M. The 
afternoon Hiawatha, making fewer stops, leaves Chicago 
at 1:00 P. M., arriving at Minneapolis at 7:45 P. M. 

The Chicago & Northwestern crack train is the ‘‘400,”’ 
leaving Chicago at 3:00 P. M., arriving Minneapolis at 
10 P. M. The Burlington Zephyr leaves Chicago at 8:00 
A. M. and again at 4:00 P. M., on a 7-hour schedule, All 
have similar daytime service returning. 

These modern trains have deluxe equipment and 
their coach seats are more comfortable than the Pull- 
mans of a few years ago. Considerable savings in fare 
can be made by taking these coaches rather than parlor 
car seats for the day trip. Luxury lounge coaches and 
tap room are available for all passengers; also porter 
and maid service. Large additional savings in fare are 
made by purchasing round-trip tickets. Sleeper accom- 
modations should be received early as travel is heavy 
these days.

The Holstein Market 


‘N the April 11 World we gave what purported to be 
| comnarative first quarter figures on the auction sales 
- of 1941 and 1942. After the material was in type an 
additional report came in, and in making the correction 
in the figures the new figures were inadvertently substi- 
tuted for the 1941 totals, which made the statement 
meaningless and confusing as published. 

We are accordingly revising them and bringing them 
up to include reports received through the first week in 
May 1942, with a similar comparison for 1941:

Numbers sold at auction, it will be noted, are up 
nearly 50%, and with the price per head up nearly $25 
Der head, or 14%. The actual difference for animals of 
comparable quality, is up considerably more than this 
figure, as some promotional heifer sales were included 
this year which did not get reported last year. When 
the half-year figures are in, we predict a wider spread in 
the averages than is now apparent on the face of the 
figures given above. 

The market is rendering a splendid account of itself 
through the active spring season, and buyers are Still 
hungry for good Holsteins. 


Bull Shortage 

OOD bulls are in demand these days and we cannot 

remember 2 time when there seemed to be so 
, many buyers ready to pay real money for the 
right bull than there are quality bulls available for their 
purchase. Going into herd after herd, we find them sold 
out of bulls ready for service. Reserving of futures 
seems also to be on a larger scale than ever before, re- 
flecting the same situation. 
This seems not to bear out the fear held by many 
breeders when artificial breeding associations began to 
€come popular, that the market for good young bulls 
Would be destroyed. That situation seems to be working 
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stantly in the market for top bulls, and at the same 
time many of their members with the larger herds 
maintain bulls at home, using the association bulls only 
on some selected cows. 


We hope this strong demand will not result in 
breeders raising bulls that ought not to be raised and 
registered, merely because of hope that they can be 
sold profitably. Progress does not lie in that direction. 

In the meantime many a breeder today is asking 
himself how much he can afford to pay for the right 
bull, when he finds him. We maintain that the price is 
not so important — if you are convinced that the bull 
will do the job you want done. 


National Dairy Show Cancelled 


HE National Dairy Show for 1942 has been can- 
f celled. On May 8, the request of the U. S. Army 

for use of the grounds and facilities of the Mid- 
South Fair was formally granted by Memphis city and 
county officials, and an immediate decision made to 
cancel the show. This was promptly ratified by the 
show and fair officials. 


Other state fair cancellations now definitely reported 
are Iowa, Michigan, and Minnesota state fairs, and the 
Canadian Nation Exhibition at Toronto. Previous can- 
cellations include New York, Ohio, Indiana, California 
and other West Coast fairs. We do not yet have final 
word from Illinois regarding plans for holding a fair in 
some other location than Springfield. 

The Pacific International is still marking time, hop- 
ing for the best — but a rather forlorn hope at this 
time. Their buildings at present are being used as a 
Japanese concentration camp. 


Eastern States and Waterloo are both sitting all right. 
at last report. Their facilities, being privately owned, 
would seem to be more secure. Also the state fairs 
of Maryland, Kentucky, Wisconsin, Kansas and the 
Southwest. Transportation may be a problem for some 
of them. Lloyd Burlingham, secretary of the National 
Dairy Show, sent us an extract from a letter dated May 
8 he received from the Office of Defense Transportation, 
from which we quote:

Minneapolis—Our Convention City 


INNEAPOLIS, host city to the 1942 convention, has 
M a population of 492,370 (1940 census figures) and 

is the metropolis of the northwest. Industrially, 
it is well diversified, and in 1939 wholesale net sales 
of Minneapolis industries amounted to $716,894,000. 
The flour mills are the largest industry. 

The city was incorporated as a town in 1856. The 
site was discovered in 1680 by Father Louis Hennepin, 
a Belgian Franciscan friar who accompanied Robert 
Cavalier de La Salle in his search for a Northwest pas- 
sage to the East Indies. Father Hennepin was taken 
captive by the Sioux Indians and while in their custody 
discovered the falls, which he named St. Anthony, after 
his patron Saint. These falls are now the head of navi- 
gation on the Mississippi River. This territory became 
a part of the United States in 1803 through the Louisiana 
Purchase. A military post was established in 1820 at 
Fort Snelling. 

Minneapolis is a beautiful, modern city. Twenty-two 
lakes and lakelets are found within its limits; its park 
system includes 141 parks, with over 60 miles of park- 
way. Minnehaha Falls, fabled by Longfellow, are of 
special interest to visitors. The University of Minnesota, 
founded in 1851, at St. Anthony, is located between 


Minneapolis and its twin city, St. Paul, capitol of Minne- 
sota. 


Mount Victoria Disperses 


VEN though not entirely unexpected, the news of 

EF; the decision to disperse the famed Mount Victoria 

Farms herd by auction on June 29 will still come 

as something of a shock to our readers. There will be 

universal regret at the breaking up of this herd which 

has contributed so much to the improvement of the 
breed both in Canada and the United States. 

There will doubtless be keen competition for many 
of the key animals in the herd, and it would not be 
surprising if the record of the Erickson Sale ($1,139) 
in 1924 were approached if not beaten. The sale will 
spell opportunity and many herds will doubtless be 
strengthened. We hope, however, there may emerge a 
man with vision and the means to select and hold to- 
gether a sufficient nucleus of the best animals so that 
the Mount Victoria program can maintain its identity 
without too complete diffusion into other lines. 

Mr. Macaulay built wisely. He spared no expense in 
getting the foundation he wanted, and then by intelli- 
gent inbreeding and line breeding he fixed the characters 
he felt were important. High test, with production well 
maintained, and good udders, were the two characters 
he sought to establish in his breeding — and in both 
repects he probably came nearer to his goal than any 
other breeder has yet been able to do. The recognition 
of this fact has accounted for the keen demand for 
Mount Victoria-bred animals whenever they have been 
offered tor sale in recent years. 

Mark June 29 on your calendar with a red pencil. 
Holstein history will be made. 


Canadian ROP Credits 


E have been highly gratified to note in recent 
W years the increasingly closer relations growing 

between the Holstein-Friesian Associations of 
America and Canada. This trend has been constructive 
and mutually beneficial. 

One important step remains to be taken, and we 
consider it highly important. We refer to the transfer- 
ring of production credits when a cow is sold across the 
line while on test. At present when such a transaction 
occurs the year’s record loses all official status, and that 
is especially important when life-time performances are 
given such prominence. 

It seems inconsistent to accept the completed Can- 
adian ROP records at face value in our pedigrees, and 
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the prices our breeders are every day paying for Cap. 
adian breeding animals should be sufficient evidence that 
we do so accept them — and at the same time for our 
Association to refuse recognition to equally officia) 
production credits in a lactation started in Canada and 
completed in the United States. In some respects, our 
supervision is probably superior to that which the Can- 
adian Government supplies. We probably have more 
check tests and re-tests, and in most cases more frequent 
visits by the supervisor. Yet, we are relaxing some of 
our own rules under stress of war conditions and fina] 
results may not be too far apart. 

We are not particularly fussy about the method of 
accomplishment. But it would seem that a Star or an 
extra parenthetical line indicating the number of days 
of the record made under Canadian supervision, would 
meet any possible legal or ethical objection. The rec- 
ord would stand on its own merits, but it would stand, 
That is the important thing. 

The question is a live one right now with the dis- 
persal of the Mount Victoria herd coming on in another 
month. These animals will have a strong appeal to 
American buyers. Many of them have large records now 
in progress in ROP. Those records should not be lost 
just because of an inconsistent rule that has now lost 
most of its significance anyway. 

We hope the Board of Directors will see fit to remedy 
the situation when it metes in Minneapolis. The matter 
is in their bands by virtue of their responsibility for 
the rules of Advanced Registry.

recording an average of $2,019 for 
gg head, with a top of $33,000 for 
Duke Pietertje Korndyke Ormsby, a 
son of Sir P. O. M., purchased by 
Dr. H. P. Fischer, Shakopee, and 
Mineral Springs Stock Farm, Savage, 
in which Axel Hansen was then inter- 
ested. He had been in service in 
the Ed Ulrich herd at Biscay, Minn. 
Lady Glen Artis Ormsby, a Sir P. O. 
M. daughter was the top female at 
$7,200 to Marlow & Randall. 

The Irwin-Hackney combination 
sale, held the two days following, 
attempted to cash in on the boom 
prices, with some success as their 
$1,146 average for 133 head attests. 
The top was $22,000 for one of the 
Hackney bulls. The bursting of the 
farm bubble, evident in 1921, left 
quite a wake of financial wreckage 
among these boom-time Holstein 
purchases, as well as land specula- 
tors in the years of the middle twen- 
ties, from which recovery has been 
painful. . 

The Minnesota Holstein Company, 
at Austin, owned by A. L. Eberhart 
and Vere §S. Culver, dispersed its 
herd very successfully in July 1927. 
The 61 head brought $65,800, an 
average of $1,078.69. May Walker 
Ollie Homestead (1,218 Ibs), U. S. 
Champion, went to Femco at $4,000. 
Her daughter, May Walker Inka 
Segis, an All-American winner, full 
sister of Sir Inka May, went to Sena- 
tor A. C. Hardy, Canada, at $7,100. 
May Walker Ollie Homestead’s son, 
Sir Bess Ormsby May, was purchased 
by Osborndale Farm, Conn., for 
$6,200. May Walker Fobes, young 
daughter of May Walker Inka Segis 
by Sir Bess Ormsby Fobes, sold for 
$4,500 to Detroit Creamery Farms, 
was re-sold later to Col. Gustave 
Pabst of Hollyhock Farms. Miss 
Lassie Ormsby, first animal in the 
ring, brought $3,950 from C. E. Grif- 
fith, Okla., and later won two All- 
American awards for him. Bess 
Fobes Homestead, sister of May 
Walker Ollie Homestead, brought 
$3,200 (Osborndale) and Miss Inka 
Rue went to Maytag at $3,000. 

In 1927 Dr. Christopher Graham 
dispersed his well known Graham- 
holm Herd, selling 90 head for an 
average of 532.77. Grahamholm Col- 
antha Segis Maid, only cow with 
three 33,000-lb records, as the top 
at $3,000. Her sister, Grahamholm 
Colantha Pauline Segis, a former 
world’s champion, brought $2,550, 
both going to Femco Farms, then 
laying its foundation. 

National Ormsby Sale 

On July 18-19, 1928, Melin-Peter- 
sen Co., Minneapolis, staged the 
National Ormsby Sale in which 154 
head made an average of $404. Star 
of the offering was Triune Papoose 
Piebe, then a yearling but already 
twice All-American for Hargrove & 
Arnold. They sold her for $11,100 to 
ee Victoria Farms, Hudson 
Hen Quebec, where she was four

Another Minnesota sale that will 
~y be remembered was the disper- 
- of the famed Femco Farms herd 
194 Breckenridge October 28-29, 

0. In this sale, 181 head sold for 
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$73,670, with 102 buyers from 17 
states. Femco Alma, world’s record 
1,000-lb 2-year-old, was the top at 
$4,000, highest price paid for a Hol- 
stein female at auction since 1929. 
Dr. J. R. Minahan, Green Bay, Wis., 
bought her to present as an endow- 
ment to the Wisconsin State Reform- 
atory herd at Green Bay. One of her 
daughters sold at $2,000 to Raven- 
glen Farm, Illinois. Herd sire Femco 
Royal brought $1,800, going to H. 
J. Schwen, Blue Earth, Minn., and 
Carnation Ormsby Sir Bessie, 10- 
year-old herd sire, went at $1,550 to 
Edward M. Arnos, Michigan. All told 
12 head exceeded the $1,000 mark. 

In National Association Affairs 

Minnesota breeders were not ex- 
tremely prominent in National Asso- 
ciation affairs during the early days. 
Geo. F. Jackson of Minneapolis was 
elected third vice president of the 
organization in 1885. W. M. Liggett, 
of Benson and later St. Paul, was 
a vice president in 1887, and again 
in 1890 to 1893; Jere Allis being 
elected as second vice president in 
1889 (following his spectacular pur- 
chase of the Tritomia family the 
year before). In general however, 
Minnesota breeders of that period 
were more interested in the move- 
ment for forming a Western 
Holstein-Friesian Association in pro- 
test against high membership fees 
and what they regarded as rather ar- 
bitrary control by influential eastern 
breeders and Secretary Wales. E. F. 
Irwin, father of John B., was one of 
the incorporators and vice president 
of the Western Association in 1894, 
and served as its president in 1895,

the year their single herd book was 
published. When the difficulties were 
jroned out and the group came back 
into the fold in 1898, Minnesota 
preeders joined up along with the 
rest, which included Malcolm H. 
Gardner; W. B. Barney and other 
stalwarts of the breed from mid-west 
states. But it was not until 1907 
that Minnesota again had represen- 
tation on the Board of Officers. That 
year, W. F. Schilling was elected 
third vice president; reelected in 
1908 and 1909 and made second 
vice president in 1910. Commencing 
in 1911, John B. Irwin served as 
second vice president for three years, 
and with the changing of the by-laws 
in 1914 to a board of nine directors 
and only one _ vice-president, Mr. 
Irwin served two terms, retiring from 
the Board in 1919. He was succeed- 
ed that year by E. C. Schroeder. In 
1922, W. S. Moscrip was elected to 
the board, upon which he served 
until 1938, when he was succeeded 
Wby the present incumbent, A. J. 
Lashbrook. 

The first annual meeting of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America to be held in Minnesota was 
the 35th Annual Meeting in St. Paul 
in 1920, with headquarters at the St. 
Paul Hotel. Interest centered in the 
National sale, but the meeting was a 
constructive one. On Oct. 11, 1921, 
following the stormy annual meeting 
at Syracuse, the Association held its 
first special meeting, and the only 
one in its history, to consider a plan 
of delegate representation in place 
of the proxy system of voting which 
was creating a schism in the ranks 
of the members. The _ delegate- 
convention system we have today was 
there and then adopted. 

State Association 

The Minnesota breeders did not 
organize a state association until 
1910. Then during Farm Week, an 
organization was set up with John 
B. Irwin as the first president; C. A. 
Nelson, Gridley, vice president; 
George Pentz, White Bear, secretary; 
H. L. Banfield, Austin, treasurer. 
Directors chosen were G. L. Miller, 
Northfield; Sam Anderson, Hutchin- 
son and Carl Gaummitz, Butler. 
Articles of incorporation were filed 
December 15, 1911. Mr. Irwin was 
reelected president and Mr. Pentz 
secretary at the 1911 meeting. In 
1912, W. S. Moscrip, then of No. St. 
Paul, was elected president, with G. 
L. Miller, Northfield, as vice presi- 
dent, and Carl Gaummitz, secretary. 
E. C. Schroeder was one of the di- 
rectors. Mr. Moscrip was reelected 
in 1913-14- and 1915, with E. J. 
Brosius, Stillwater, made secretary 
in 1914, 

In 1916, E. T. Winship, Owatonna, 
was elected president: V. S. Culver, 
secretary-treasurer, with J. M. Hack- 
ney, E. C. Schroeder, and W. S. 
Moscrip as directors. National Presi- 
cent D. D. Aitken was the speaker 
at this meeting, and membership fees 

of $2.00 yearly, plus 25c a head for 
purebreds and 10c a head for grades 
were adopted. 

In 1917, all officers were reelected. 
The state association offered a_prize 


of $50 to the best county herd at 
the state fair. 
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Mr. Winship served as president 
until 1925. H. R. Searles was elected 
secretary in 1918, but left in Septem- 
ber to join the army. W. V. Gousseff 


was appointed secretary, succeeded 
by H. R. Leonard (now manager of 
Twin City Milk). In 1919, Bert Scott 
was appointed secretary and plans 
made for a state sale (see results in 
sale report section). In September of 
that year it was voted to re-incor- 
porate the association with a board 
of fifteen directors. In November it 
was decided that the association 
would go actively into the business of 
managing sales. In 1920 the associa- 
tion was host to the Annual Nation- 
al Convention, its first meeting in 
Minnesota. 

In 1922, Robert Geiger was elected 
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secretary, a position held until 1935. 
Late in 1925, President E. T. Win- 
ship died and was succeeded by John 
B. Irwin who served as president 
from 1926 to 1934, when Axel Han- 
sen succeeded him for four terms. 
In 1938, W. S. Moscrip was elected 
president and has served each year 
since, being recently reelected for 
the current year. J. C. Marlow, Man- 
kato, served five years as vice presi- 
dent, being succeeded in 1925 by P. 
O. Holland, Northfield, who served 
until his death in 1939, since which 
time H. G. Miller has been vice presi- 
dent. In 1935, Walter Schmit, St. 
Peter, was elected secretary and held 
office until 1938, when he was suc- 
ceeded by Robert Geiger, who has 
since served in this capacity. The

Minnesota Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion has always taken a construc- 
tive interest in national bred affairs. 

We shall not attempt in this space 
to evaluate the work of Minnesota 
breeders currently active in the Hol- 
stein industry. Minnesota ranks 
fifth among the states in National 
membership, fourth in registrations, 
fourth in transfers and fourth in 
number of new buyers. Breeders of 
the state have not taken as general 
an interest in Herd Test and Selec- 
tive Registry (Herd Classification) 
as has been true in some other 
states. However, there has been con- 
sistent support of Advanced Registry 
and the CTA. Bull breeding circuits 
are popular and the cooperative use 
of sires is widely practised. The show 
ring has been traditionally popular. 
Minnesota flew higher than most 
states in the other war-boom, suf- 
fered more than most from bank 
failures in the late lamented depres- 
sion. But they are now going for- 
ward on a sound basis. and bid fair 
to regain some of their old laurels 
as a producer of breed leaders, and 
a nursery of seed stock. The Minne- 
sota advertising section in this issue 
will tell that story more effectively 
than we can attempt to do in the 
confines of this story. 

Minnesota again, after 22 years, is 
to be host to the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America in its 57th 
Annual Convention during the first 
week of June 1942. Evidence al- 
ready at hand indicates that it will 
be an occasion long to be re- 
membered. We hope that this brief 
review of Minnesota’s place in the 
history of our breed will help to a 


greater appreciation and a greater 
enjoyment of the forthcoming events 
in their metropolis of Minneapolis.

One of the good producing herds 
of Pennsylvania was dispersed when 
the Geo. & Mark Scott herd was 
sold at the farm near Troy, on May 
1, under management of R. Austin 
Backus, Mexico, N. Y. The offering 
included cows with records up to 
713 lbs fat, and twenty yearling 
heifers, calfhood vaccinated.

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$4,500 at public auction. He went 
to Mr. Rockwell at $175, along with 
King Korndyke Lilith Ormsby Boy, 
double grandson of King Denver 
Ormsby Lad, at $200, top for bulls 
in the sale.

Report Of Treasurer 


As treasurer of your Association 
and in accordance with Article II, 
Section 18 of the By-Laws, I offer 
the following report for the fiscal 
year ended December 31, 1941: 


Income for the year totaled $331,- 
99.03 as compared with $363,905.- 
97 for the fiscal year 1940, a drop 
of $32,106.04. We consider this a 
yery good showing in comparison 
with the previous year which was a 
high income year due to the heavy 
carry-over of business from 1939 
when the Registry Department was 
swamped with applications rushed in 
to avoid payment of penalties im- 
posed by fees effective January 1, 
1940. This total of $331,799.03 for 
7941 income was divided between the 
Registry Department with $296,- 
446.09, derived mostly from registra- 
tion, transfer, and membership fees; 
the Advanced Registry Department 
with $26,344.79, made up largely 
of Advanced Registry, Herd Test and 
Herd Classification fees; General De- 
partment, with $7,744.10 interest 
from reserve fund bonds, Madison 
Jand contract and bank accounts, 
and Extension Service Department, 
$1,263.24. As compared with 1940, 
income from Advanced Registry and 
General was somewhat higher with 
decreases in Extension Service and 
Registry, the latter dropping from 
$329,526.06 in 1940 to $296,446.90 
during the past year. 


On the other side of the ledger, we 
find that total expenses for 1941 am- 
ounted to $285,873.81 as compared 
with $259,476.95 for 1940, an in- 
crease of $26,396.86 in operating 
expenses. Higher expenses in 1941 is 
in line with increased costs of labor 
and material and is due in part to 
purchase of items which would be 
needed soon after the close of the 
year and where prices were advanc- 
ing or the particular items might not 
be available at any price. One very 
important improvement in the build- 
ing was made during the year when 
4 new ceiling, insulated to prevent 
heat loss and treated acoustically to 
absorb noise of typewriters and other 
machines, was installed in the upper 
floor which is occupied by the Regis- 
try Department. Further improve- 
ment was made by installation of a 
fluorescent lighting system in place 
of the antiquated system which was 
put in when the building was built in 


1916 and which was entirely inade- 
quate and very unsatisfactory. Good 
light is absolutely essentiai for effi- 
ciency in office work and_ these 
changes will bring good dividends 
on the investment of the $5,260 
which they cost in years to come. 
Other items which added to the ex- 
penses for the year but which we 
consider very desirable included pur- 
chase of two large fireproof safes for 
storage of work in process and ad- 
ditional steel files and furniture to 
reduce fire hazard within the build- 
ing which is itself rated as a fire- 
troof structure. Another large item 
which appears in operating expenses 
of the Registry Department for the 
year covers the photographing of 
registry applications on film to re- 
duce storage space which is becoming 
quite a problem. The total cost of 
this work during the year amounted 
to $7,021.98 and by the end of 1942 
we hope to have the photographing 
of all registry applications completed 
up to date. 


The net operating profit for the 
fiscal year 1941 amounted to $45,- 
925.22, which is the best showing 
in recent years with the exception of 
1940, and at the close of the year, 
December 31, 1941, our cash bal- 
ances totaled $158,045.66. 


During the year the Reserve Fund 
was increased by the addition of 
$47,074.69 of which $15,560 repre- 
sented receipts from membership 
fees, $1,514.69 represented principal 
rayments on the Madison land con- 
tract, and $30,000 was transferred 
from the General Fund to the Re- 
serve by vote of the Board of Direc- 
tors. However, the reserve for de- 
preciation of investments in the Re- 
serve Fund was increased to carry 
them at market value as of Decem- 
ber 31, 1941, offsetting a portion of 
this addition. With these changes 
the Reserve Fund totaled $176,162.- 
48 at December 31, 1941, as com- 
rared to $157,990.79 at the begin- 
ning of the year. 

Total assets of the Association at 
the close of the year ammounted to 
$460,755.28, with liabilities of $51,- 
413.61, or net worth of $409,341.67. 
The financial operations of the Asso- 
ciation for 1941 are covered in 
greater detail in the Auditors’ Re- 
port.

Competition for Honor List awards is keen and all 
these winners of high placings are to be congratulated 
and every one of the 151 owners appearing on the 1941 
Honor List are deserving of high praise. Production 
records 66.6% above requirements represent a very high 
level of production and completion of such records is a 
very admirable and worthwhile accomplishment. 


The Blue Book 

During the year, we published and distributed 
Volume 52 of the Blue Book, a book of 270 pages list- 
ing Advanced Registry tests completed during 1940, with 
lists of sires with tested daughters, dams with two tested 
daughters, together with lists of leaders and the 1940 
Honor List. Volume 53, which covers the Advanced 
Registry testing year ended December 31, 1941, is now 


in process and distribution will be made during the 
summer. 


Herd Improvement Registry 

Once again we are able to report a record year for 
the Herd Improvement Test, with a larger number of 
cows tested and higher averages for milk and fat than 
for any previous year. Volume 13 of the Red Book, 
which covers the herd test year ended September 30, 
1941, records the averages of 442 herds including 11,285 
cows and heifers of all ages, with an average production 
of 11,859 lbs. milk testing 3.46% fat and 410 lbs. fat 
per cow. This exceeds the records established in the 
previous year by 159 lbs. milk and 4.8 lbs. fat per cow, 
with the test of 3.46 remaining constant. At the same 
time the averages included 11,285 cows, exceeding the 
previous year by 914 and the previous all-time high for 
cows represented in the herd averages which was set in 
1938 by 625 cows. Many Holstein breeders fail to appre- 
ciate herd average figures and if they have been testing 
individual animals in Advanced Registry, they are in- 
clined to think of production figures in these terms. 
Breeders who thhave been testing year after year in the 
Herd Test recognize the 400-lb. fat average as a very 
high level for a herd and we should all be proud of the 
fact that for the second consecutive year our general 
average for all cows has topped the 400-lb. mark, with 
405.2 lbs. in 1940 and 410 lbs. per cow in 1941. An- 
other measure of progress is shown by the individual 
herds with averages over 400 lbs. fat per cow. Volume 
12 of the Red Book included averages for 412 herds and 
210 were over 400 Ibs. fat per cow. Volume 13 will 
show 442 herd averages and 243, or 55%. averaged over 
400 lbs. fat per cow. 


The herd averages are based on actual production 
figures for every female of producing age that is a mem- 
ber of the herd 300 days during the herd test year. 
Cows and heifers in the herd less than 300 days appear 
on the herd certificate in a supplementary list with their 
production for the days on test, and there were 4,295 
cows and heifers in this category; in addition there were 
1,431 whose certificates of registry were canceled and 
they were omitted from the herd averages; thus, all told, 
17,011 cows and heifers were on test during the year 
in the Herd Improvement Test and this is an all-time 
record exceeding the previous high year covering by 
Volume 10 when 16,316 cows were included in the 
test. In the following table, we have listed the herds 
in five groups according to frequency of milking, with 
the averages for each group and the general average for 
the entire number of 442 herds:

Leader in this group is George T. Sinton, Colorado 
Springs, Colorado, with 8 cows on three-time milking 
averaging 15,459 lbs. milk, 4.2% fat and 646.0 lbs. fat, 
followed closely by Morningside Hospital, Portland, Ore- 
gon, with an average of 18,651 lbs. milk, 3.5% fat ang 
645.3 lbs. fat per cow for 8 cows. One other herd aver- 
aged over 600 lbs. fat per cow, the 21-cow herd of V. 1, 
Smith, Central City, Iowa, with an average of 17,517 
lbs. milk, 3.4% fat and 600.3 lbs. fat per cow for the 
year. Sleepy Hollow Certified Milk Company, Petaluma, 
California, is highest among the “B & C”’ group with 41 
cows (27B-14C) averaging 15,386 lbs. milk, 3.6% fat 
and 559.1 lbs. fat per cow. Walter Splinter, Winslow, 
Illinois, leads among the straight ‘“‘C’’ herds with ap 
average of 14,517 lbs. milk, 3.7% fat and 543.9 lbs. fat, 
a wonderful showing for a herd milked twice daily 
throughout the year. The largest herd in this 500-Ib. 
group is Rancho Los Amigos, Hondo, California, with 
154 cows in “B” averaging 14,198 lbs. milk, 3.6% fat 
and 508.9 lbs. fat. The highest average for any herd of 
more than 50 cows is credited to the Essex County Hos- 
pital, Cedar Grove, New Jersey, with 76 cows in “B” 
averaging 15,993 lbs. milk, 3.5% fat and 556.3 lbs. fat. 
This surely is a remarkable collection of herd averages. 


The Red Book 

The new volume of the Red Book covering the herd 
test year ended September 30, 1941, and published as 
Volume 13, will be distributed during May. It will give 
the herd averages for the 442 herds in detail with the 
lists of Sires with Tested Daughters, Dams with Three 
Tested Daughters, Sire Indexes, and Lists of Leaders. 
It will be considerably larger than Volume 12 but will 
be sold at the usual price of $2.00 per copy while the 
supply lasts. 


Continuous Testing 

There is only one best method of obtaining complete 
production information for the breeding program and 
that is by continuous testing of the entire herd on the 
year after year basis. We have urged this kind of 4 
testing program from the very beginning of the Herd Im- 
provement Test in 1928 and we are pleased with the 
response from our breeders. This is the ultimate in 
production testing from the standpoint of breed im- 
provement. This scheme of testing leads eventually to 
life-time records on all cows in the herd and when all 
is said and done, the lifetime record of a cow for pro- 
duction and reproduction combined is what we need in 
the evaluation of our cow families. We now have nearly 
six hundred cows that have produced under official test 
in Advanced Registry or Herd‘ Test more than 100,000 
lbs. of milk, with 61 of these great cows over 150,000 
lbs.; and 11 of these have more than 200,000 Ibs. of 
milk to their credit. With the increasing number of 
herds on year after year test, these lifetime records will 
accumulate rapidly and new high marks will be set as 
the years go by and sometime in the future, perhaps not 
too far hence, we will see a Black-and-White cow whose 
life total will be over 300,000 lbs. of milk. Let us all 
set high lifetime production as our goal in breeding 
Holsteins. 


Herd Classification 

The Herd Classification program set a new high rec- 
ord for all time during 1941 with 102 herds including 
2,671 animals inspected and classified. With conditions 
in the industry improving steadily during the past three 
years, herd classification has doubled each year, going 
from 22 herds and 730 animals in 1939 to 54 herds and 
1,403 animals in 1940 and jumping again in 1941 to 
102 herds and 2,671 animals. The high mark prior to 
1941 was set during the first year of the Herd Classifica- 
tion program back in 1929 when 68 herds including 
1,957 animals were classified. With the depression fol- 
lowing closely the inspection of herds dropped almost 
to the vanishing point. In 1932 we classified 3 ww 
and 58 animals and in 1934 there were 2 herds includ 
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jng 66 animals inspected. The following table sum- 
marizes the activities in Herd Classification by years 
from the start of this program in 1929:

The past three years have shown a marked increase 
in interest in this part of our breeding program and we 
attribute it first of all to better conditions within the 
industry, with greater demand for seedstock at much 
higher prices. Demonstrations of herd classification in 
many communities in connection with the regular ex- 
tension program have played a prominent part in de- 
veloping interest in classification. Many breeders have 
become acquainted with herd classification through these 
demonstrations and recognizing its value in the breeding 
program signed their herds up for inspection. These 
demonstrations can be made most interesting and in- 
structive to the breeders and they are fine features for 
a field day program. The new plan of group herd classi- 
fication, inaugurated late in 1941, when a series of herds 
including at least 225 head are classified during one 
week at the reduced fee of one dollar per head has 
proved immensely popular and accounted for a good 
share of the increase in this department during 1941 
and for a tremendous increase in activity so far in 1942. 
Growing interest in Progressive Breeders’ Registry has 
furnished a strong stimulus to Herd Classification which 
is one of the requisites to qualification for recognition 
as a Progressive Breeder.

The 102 herds classified during 1941 were scattered 
Over 22 states, Illinois leading with 31 herds and 953 
animals and Kansas second with 28 herds and 490 ani- 
mals. The impetus to the program from the group 
classification plan shows plainly in this tabulation as the 
two leading states, Illinois and Kansas, were organized 
under this new plan while the program proceeded on the 
old basis of individual herd inspection in the other states. 

: Recognition of Sires 

Sires that have demonstrated their ability to improve 
the type of their offspring as compared with the dams 
to which they were mated are given recognition as 
Bronze Medal or Silver Medal Preferred Sires, depend- 
ing on the degree of improvement shown, and Silver 
Medal Sires are given the Gold Medal Proven Sire rating 
whenever a majority of their tested daughters, with a 
Minimum of six, have completed records 50% above Ad- 
vanced Registry requirements.

Unofficial Classification 
Unofficial herd classification, or ‘‘Type Rating” as it 
is now called, is making progress in some states, prin- 
cipally New York and New Jersey. Following the 1941 
Convention the recommendations of our Herd Classifica- 
tion Committee were approved by the American Dairy 
Science Association as a basis for this unofficial type 
work where it is sponsored by the College Dairy Exten- 
sion Service; and when purebred Holstein-Friesian herds 
are graded the reports are sent to the Secretary at Brat- 
tleboro and the same penalties are imposed with respect 
to animals rated Fair or Poor as in official Herd Classi- 
fication. 


Progressive Breeders’ Registry 

It should be the ambition of every real breeder of 
Holstein-Friesian cattle to qualify for recognition as a 
Progressive Breeder. It is a high honor and confers a 
mark of distinction on the breeder who has achieved a 
high degree of success in the development of his herd 
by following methods recognized and approved by our 
Association. It covers the more important phases of the 
breeding program, including herd health, production, 
and type, and the herd must be a breeder’s herd—that 
is, 75% of the herd must have been bred by the appli- 
cant. The standards are high and it is a genuine 
achievement for the breeder who qualifies for this 
recognition. The program is new—1939 was the first 
year—but breeders throughout the country are watching 
it and many have already made their plans to meet these 
requirements in the future and have adopted a breed- 
ing program embracing the various phases of breed im- 
provement necessary to qualification.

R. S. Alexander, owner of the 
Burnbrae Friesian Stud at Goomeri, 
Queensland, Australia, and a prom- 
jnent figure in breed affairs there, 
submits his All-American ballot 
with comment on the classes as they 
look from that distance.

then approaching 18 years old, was 
retained and a little later she was 
able to bring back a few other menm- 
bers of the herd, mostly Bess des- 
cendants, as a neucleus for a new 
herd now in the building.
